In 2007, Katie Bentley, four year old daughter of John and Cheryl 
Bentley, died at Children’s Hospital in Boston from complications of — 
pneumonia. The Bentley family, with help from the NH Governor's Lilac 
and Wildflower Commission, the International Lilac Society, Syringa Plus 
Nursery, and the Salisbury Cemetery Trustees, recently established the Katie 


Bentley Memorial Lilac Project. 


The goal is to plant lilacs around the perimeter of Mills Cemetery, 
as well as in other areas in Salisbury, and in surrounding towns. 


In 2009, the Bentley Family, (with help from donations from many 
Salisbury citizens), were able to plant 17 lilacs at Mills Cemetery where 


Katie is buried in the family plot, which will 
bloom in her favorite color, purple. They 
also planted 37 lilacs at the Maplewood 
Cemetery, 20 of which were donated by the 
Governors Lilac Commission. More lilacs 
will be planted in 2010 in other areas in town, 
including the Salisbury Elementary School 
and ‘Town Grounds.

After World War II George and Gladys Manyan moved to 
Salisbury and Gail was born. She attended Salisbury schools in what 
are now Academy Hall, the Library and the Elementary school when 
it was new. Gail's first town service was her election to the planning 
board in 1977, where she served a one-year term. 


After travel, a marriage and writing career, Gail returned 
to Salisbury in 2000. Wanting to get involved, she approached the 
Library Trustees to see if she could help. Soon Gail was chairing the 
Salisbury Free Library Long-Range Planning Committee and writing 
most of the Plan that called for library expansion. Asa member of the 
Friends of the Library Building Committee, Gail wrote applications 
that resulted in $43,000 in grant money for the renovation/addition 
project. 


In 2001 Gail took over the defunct Solid Waste Committee, 
determined to bring recycling to town. Paper recycling began in 
November of that year and by 2008 the Town had an 11% recycling 
rate, including glass, aluminum and plastic as well as paper and 
cardboard. The committee’s master redesign plan for the Transfer 
Station made possible a popular enclosed ‘Swap Shop’ and this year’s 
Town Meeting vote for a ring road to alleviate traffic congestion. 


In 2004 Gail received two write-in votes at Town Meeting and 
accepted a two-year term as a Trustee of Trust Funds. Since 2001 she 
has done all publicity for Old Home Day, including print and radio, 
and encouraged participation of everyone in town. 


Gail has moved on to other pursuits, but continues to volunteer 
at the Transfer Station and as a member of the Friends of the Library. 
She is a member of the town Energy Committee. Gail also recently 
accepted a term as trustee of the Salisbury Historical Society and is a 
docent at the Museum, particularly at the annual June Round Robin 
for 4th graders from Salisbury, Webster and Andover. 


For all you have done and continue to do for the Town of 
Salisbury, thank you. It is with great pleasure that we recognize Gail

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WARRANT ARTICLE #2 — VOTE BY OFFICIAL BALLOT: 


To help citizens understand this warrant article the proposed open space subdivision 
zoning ordinance 1s printed in the following few pages. 


“The proposed Open Space Subdivision Zoning Ordinance was developed in order to 
provide Salisbury land owners with additional choices when deciding how to execute 
major subdivisions. Nothing in the proposed ordinance requires Salisbury land owners to 
follow the guidelines of the Open Space Subdivision Zoning Ordinance. However, the 
Planning Board believes that the options included in the proposed ordinance provide a 
benefit to both landowners and Town of Salisbury, and anticipates that savvy developers 
will avail themselves of the opportunity. 


The proposed ordinance does not change the number of buildable lots that can be placed 
within a major subdivision. The proposed ordinance allows a subdivision to set aside one- 
half of the proposed subdivision as open space, placing the traditional number of 
buildable lots within the other half of the subdivision, on smaller lots. Developers will 
find that the cost of the infrastructure necessary to support the subdivision will be 
substantially reduced, as excess roads and utilities are half his extensive. The resulting 
three-quarter to one acre lots remain suitable for single- or multi-family homes, and may 
benefit from shared wells and subsurface disposal systems. The resulting development 
has the flavor of a New England village, providing opportunities for affordable housing. 


The advantage to the Town of Salisbury is the provision of public open space in 
perpetuity. The open space may remain under the ownership of a homeowners 
association, a conservation organization, or possibly the Town of Salisbury itself. Up to 
one-half of the open space may be developed for recreational purposes, such as 
recreational fields, equestrian areas, or agricultural purposes. The other half of the open 
space must be left in its natural state, but may still be subject to agricultural, forestry, or 
other conservation purposes. 


The Salisbury Planning Board believes that proposed Open Space Subdivision Zoning 
Ordinance will provide opportunities for high-quality, desirable development, which will 
help us meet the objectives of the Town's Master Plan, primarily by helping to preserve 
the town's rural character and natural features. The Salisbury Planning Board 
unanimously recommends approval of the proposed ordinance.”

Proposed Open Space Development Ordinance 


Article X. OPEN SPACE DEVELOPMENT 


1. Authority 
This Section is enacted in accordance with the provisions of NH RSA 674:21 (Innovative 
Land Use Controls) and NH RSA 674: 16-20. 


2. Purpose 

The purpose of this Open Space Development Section is to further the recommendations 
of the Salisbury Master Plan by encouraging flexibility in the design and development of 
land to preserve open space and traditional rural character, retaining and protecting 
important natural, scenic and historic resources, providing for more efficient use of land 
and town services, and promoting the development of balanced residential communities 
in harmony with the natural landscape. 


3. Objectives 
Open Space Development (OSD) will promote the following objectives: 


as 


Q 


Maintain rural character through preservation farmland, forests and rural 
viewscapes and encouraging residential development that is sited in harmony with 
the environment and promotes a sense of neighborhood. 

Preserve those areas of the site that have high environmental or ecological value 
such as wildlife habitat (as identified in the Salisbury Master Plan and areas of 
high quality habitat as based on NH Fish and Game’s Wildlife Action Plan) and 
significant water resource value such as critical watersheds, wetlands, streams and 
rivers. 

Provide for alternative housing opportunities. 

Minimize impact of development sprawl by reducing potential for consecutive lot 
development on major roadways. 

Locate buildings and structures on those portions of the site that are the most 
appropriate for development and avoiding developing in areas not suitable for 
development such as hydric soil conditions, areas subject to flooding and steep 
slopes. 

Preserve historic, archeological, and cultural features located on the site. 

Create a permanently protected contiguous network of open spaces or 
“greenways by linking the common open spaces within the open space 
subdivision and to open space on adjoining lands wherever possible. 

Reduce the amount of roads, sidewalks, and stormwater management structures 
that must be built and maintained. 

Preserve undeveloped frontage along existing roads, protecting transportation 
corridors from encroachment of structures. 
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4. Definitions 
For purposes of this Article, the following terms are defined as follows: 


a. 
b. 


Applicant: The owner of land proposed to be subdivided or his representative. 
Landscape Buffer: Land area within which adequate vegetation is maintained or 
provided to visibly separate or screen one use from another and/or to minimize 
potentially negative impacts on surrounding areas. 

Common Area: Land within or related to a development, exclusive of land 
dedicated as designated open space, not individually owned, which is designed 
and intended for the common use or enjoyment of the residents of the 
development and/or the town and may include such complementary structures and 
improvements as are necessary, appropriate and approved by the Planning Board. 
Conservation Easement: A permanent legal restriction against future development 
and other activities as specified in the conservation easement deed. An easement 
may be worded to permit or restrict public access, allow or disallow recreational 
uses, allow or disallow other uses, such as limited development, agriculture, or 
forestry. Easements are tied to the title of the land, regardless of subsequent 
ownership and runs with the land in perpetuity. 

Designated Open Space: Reserved land that is permanently protected from further 
development and remains in a natural condition or is managed according to an 
approved management plan for natural resource functions, e.g., forestry, 
agriculture, habitat protection, passive recreation, or limited uses as approved by 
the Planning Board under this ordinance as part of an open space subdivision. 
Homeowners Association: A private corporation, association, or other legal entity 
organized in accordance with state law and established by the applicant or the 
member individuals for the benefit and enjoyment of its members, including 
oversight and management of common open space, designated open space, and/or 
shared facilities. 

Open Space Subdivision: An alternative form of residential development where, 
instead of subdividing an entire tract into lots of conventional size pursuant to the 
underlying Zoning District within which the proposed development tract, a 
similar number of housing units are arranged on lots of reduced dimensions, with 
the remaining area of the parcel permanently protected as designated open space. 
Parent Parcel: Any lot existing as of March 9, 2010, the date of the adoption of 
this ordinance. 


5. Applicability 


a. 


In furtherance of the goals of the Salisbury Master Plan, any subdivision for 
residential use that is proposed on a parent parcel within the Agricultural and 
Residential Zoning Districts of 20 or more acres may be considered for the OSD 
Option. 
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Authorization to Issue a Conditional Use Permit: 

Notwithstanding other provisions of Salisbury’s zoning ordinance, authority is 
hereby granted to the Planning Board, as allowed under RSA 674:21, II, to issue a 
Conditional Use Permit to modify the requirements of this section as follows: 


1) such modifications shall be consistent with the purposes and objectives of 
this section; 
2) all lots comply with the NH Department of Environmental Services for 
subsurface wastewater management; 

3) fall within the standards contained herein, and 

4) shall not be detrimental to public health, safety or welfare. 
Sequential Subdivisions: The provisions of this ordinance shall apply to the 
sequenced development of a parent parcel over time through separate successive 
applications. When a subdivision is proposed that involves part of a larger parcel 
or includes lots that are capable of further subdivision, the Planning Board may 
require that a site inventory and a conceptual (non-binding) long-range plan be 
submitted for the entire parcel and used to evaluate the proposed subdivision. 
Review Process: A subdivision application under this section shall comply with 
the application and review process specified in the Subdivision Regulations. If 
there are any conflicts, the provisions of this article shall apply. 
Legal Review: Prior to final approval by the planning board, the applicant shall 
submit for review by the town counsel any deeds, restrictive covenants, 
condominium or cooperative agreements, conservation easement, deed 
restrictions, or other legal agreements proposed for use in the open space 
subdivision. The town counsel shall advise the Planning Board of the adequacy 
of such legal provisions. The applicant shall pay all associated costs of the legal 
review. 


Permitted Uses 
Land within an OSD subdivision may be used for the following purposes: 


a. 


Single family and duplex residential dwellings, accessory uses and buildings, and 
minor home occupations as permitted in the zoning district in which the parcel 
lies. 

Uses permitted within the Designated Open Space as described in Section 10 of 
this Article. 


7. Development Density 


The total number of dwelling units allowed in an Open Space Subdivision shall 
not exceed the number of dwellings that would be allowed under a conventional 
subdivision for the zoning district in which the site 1s located. In no case shall the 
density exceed the soils carrying capacity to accommodate a septic system for 
each dwelling unit as required by the NH DES consistent with RSA 485A:38. 
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The allowable number of units will be derived from a submission by the applicant 
of a yield plan. A Yield Plan is a plan for a conventional subdivision for the 
subject property which complies with the requirements for a conventional 
subdivision. 


8. Procedural Requirements 
a. Except as expressly modified by this section, an Open Space Development 
Subdivision application under this section shall comply with applicable 
provisions and the application and review process specified in the 
Subdivision Regulations. 
b. Prior to the granting of any approval the applicant shall show to the 
satisfaction of the Planning Board that the proposed development pursuant 
to this Article X: 
1. Meets one or more of the objectives set forth under subsection 3. Of 
this Article X; 
2. That the proposal provides a benefit to both the prospective 
homeowners and the general public of the Town of Salisbury; and 
3. That the benefit of the proposal outweigh any detriments and that the 
latter, if any, shall not have a negative impact on the community. 


9. Lot and Dimensional Requirements 


a. Open Space Developments are subject to the following lot, dimensional and 
building separation requirements.

Unless otherwise required by NH DES for the OSD minimum lot size. 
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Alternative Lot Sizing: The Planning Board may authorize variations from the 
minimum lot sizes specified above by Conditional Use Permit, provided the 
Planning Board determines that the following conditions are met: 
¢ All lots comply with the New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services requirements for subsurface wastewater management 
(developments may utilize individual or community wells and/or septic 
systems); and The objectives and design standards of this article and the 
Subdivision Regulations are otherwise achieved. 


Applicants are encouraged to vary lot sizes, lot dimensions, and the location of 
building envelopes and structures from the access road and from lot to lot within 
the subdivision to retain significant, natural vegetation along the access road or 
existing adjacent public road; provide increased privacy for residents on adjacent 
lots; and increase the visual variety provided by the arrangement of homes within 
the subdivision. 

Lots may be irregular in size and shape provided they conform to the natural 
topography and features of the parcel (e.g., the lot lines follow an existing stone 
wall, stream, or other natural dividing feature). 

The Planning Board may authorize variations from the above standards, except 
for any requirement provided by state regulation or mandated elsewhere in this 
ordinance, by up to 25 percent by a Conditional Use Permit issued pursuant to 
Section 5 for the purpose of providing flexibility in the design of the subdivision 
to meet the objectives of this section. 


Driveways—Common driveway providing access to two residential lots shall be 
allowed. 


Landscape Buffer—An Open Space Development shall have a buffer of no less 
than 100 feet between abutting land uses and the development and a buffer up to 
150 feet but no less than 100 feet between any new structure and an existing 
public road to retain the community’s rural character. The buffer area shall 
remain free of buildings and whenever possible, the natural vegetation shall 
remain. The Board may require vegetative plantings to supplement or replace 
inadequate natural buffers. Only the primary access road may be permitted in the 
landscape buffer. 


Design Standards for Developed Areas--Subdivision plans shall comply with any 
additional applicable standards governing the location and layout of lots and 
structures found elsewhere in this ordinance and as set forth in the Subdivision 
Regulations. 


10. Permissible Uses of Open Space 


a. 


The total area of Designated Open Space shall equal at least SO percent of the 
Open Space Development’s gross tract area. Not more than 50 percent of the 
Designated Open Space may consist of non-buildable areas. Such Designated 
Open Space shall consist of as much contiguous area as possible. 
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b. The following shall not count toward the calculation of the Designated Open 
Space. Portions of the parcel that comprise part of: 

¢ an individual house lot, 

* roadway, 

¢ driveway, 

* access road, 

* roadway right-of-way, 

¢ other new or existing right-of-way, 

* utility easement, 

* private or community leach fields or 

* other components of a wastewater management system, 

¢ storm water management structures, 

* or parts of a required buffer between any new structure and an existing 
right-of-way 

c. The following uses generally are permitted in the Designated Open Space, unless 
specifically prohibited or restricted as a condition of subdivision approval for the 
purposes of protecting important natural features or characteristics of the parcel: 

1) Forest management activities and agricultural cultivation and pastures 
provided that all applicable best management practices are employed. 

2) Passive (non-motorized) trails and recreational uses such as walking, 
hiking, bird watching, skiing and snow shoeing. 

3) Snowmobile trails. 

4) Horseback Riding and Cycling. 

d. Up to 50 percent of the Designated Open Space may be considered the Common 
Area and may be permitted by Conditional Use Permit to be used for the 
following. The Planning Board may impose specific criteria or restrictions on 
such uses as deemed necessary to support the goals of this section: 

1) Agriculture involving animal husbandry and/or boarding. 

2) Active outdoor recreation uses, including formal playgrounds and fields. 

3) Parking areas for access to the designated open space. 

4) Individual or community wells provided that this use was approved as part 
of the subdivision plan and that appropriate legal arrangements are 
established and approved by the Planning Board for the maintenance and 
operation of these facilities. 

e. The removal of soil, trees and other natural features from the designated 
open space 1s prohibited, except as consistent with conservation objectives or 
permitted uses as provided above. 

f. The Designated Open Space shall be retained in a natural, undisturbed state, 
except for those activities permitted and approved as provided above, or as 
required for active management according to a conservation agreement and 
management plan written by a qualified natural resource professional. 
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11. Protection and Management of Open Space 
At the developer's option and subject to approval by the Planning Board, all areas to be 
protected as open space shall be:

d. 


Conveyed to the town to be placed under the care, custody and control of the 
Conservation Commission, and be accepted by it for a park or open space use. 
Land conveyed to the town shall be open for public use; and/or 

Conveyed to a non-profit organization, the principal purpose of which is the 
conservation or preservation of open space, with a conservation restriction as 
specified in §3 below. Such organization shall be acceptable to the town as a 
bona fide conservation organization; and/or 

Conveyed to a corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the owners of lots or 
residential units within the development (i.e. "homeowners association") and 
placed under conservation restriction. If such a corporation or trust is used, as 
indicated herein, ownership thereof shall pass with conveyance of the lots or 
residential units. The developer is responsible for the maintenance of the open 
space and other facilities to be held in common until such time as the homeowners 
association is capable of assuming such responsibility. Thereafter, the members of 
the association shall share the cost of maintaining the open space. The Planning 
Board shall require the applicant to provide documentation that the homeowner's 
association 1s an automatic (mandatory) association that has been established prior 
to the conveyance of any lots within the subdivision. 

Design Guidelines for Designated Open Space. The location and layout of the 
open space shall conform to the standards and process set forth in the Subdivision 
Regulations.

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Selectmen’s Report 


The Board spent a good part of 2009 focusing on the Pingree 
Bridge Project. We had hoped to get additional financial help with some 
of the stimulus money but our Town was not one selected for these funds. 
We have had public hearings regarding the replacement of the Pingree 
Bridge, working with Vanasse Hangen Brustlin, Inc (VHB) the engineers, 
the abutters and road agent. In 2010 we will move forward with the bid 
process, and hopefully be able to have a completed bridge by the end of 
2010. 


Our Safety Services —- Fire & Rescue Department and Police 
Department have provided the town with great services. Our thanks 
to Rick Gilman, Fire Chief and all our volunteers in the Fire/ Rescue 
Department and Frank Jones, Chief and Dan Shapiro, Sergeant, Salisbury 
Police Department. The two departments worked together to provide 
enjoyment for our town youngsters at Easter, Halloween and Christmas 
in 2009. 


The Board of Selectmen asked for volunteers to serve as 
representatives of Salisbury concerning the newly formed Currier and Ives 
Scenic Byway Committee formed by the Central NH Regional Planning 
Commission. Bill MacDuffe, Jr, Karen Sheldon and Maris Wofsy all 
agreed to represent the town at the informational and planning meetings 
along with representatives from Webster, Hopkinton, and Henniker. That 
Committee has been busy developing a Corridor Management Plan due 
to be finalized in February, 2010. The Board of Selectmen will be meeting 
with the Salisbury representatives this February to decide if this initiative 
is something with which the Town wants to become activity involved. 


We are fortunate to have people in Salisbury who volunteer their 
services year after year services. Our local businesses have been very 
generous through the years as well. As we look to 2010 we encourage 
anyone who is able to step up and take a little time to serve on some of 
our committees. This year we have several elected positions for which 
no one signed up so the ballot therefore has no names for these positions 
— Trustee of Trust Funds — 3 vacant positions this year; Supervisor of 
Checklist — 1 vacancy this year. Then there are the appointed terms for 
Conservation Commission, Zoning Board of Adjustment - Alternate 
Members and Recreation Committee. The Town needs its citizens to help 
with the different issues that come up so if you feel you want to become 
involved — contact the Office of the Selectmen 
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Salisbury had another successful Old Home Day Weekend in 2009. 
From the Friday evening ice cream social and animal parade, to the usual 
Saturday events. ‘This type of activity is successful though the efforts 
of a few people who volunteer and we thank all those individuals who 
stepped forward and helped in 2009. Be sure to read the Old Home Day 
Committee report and if you are interested in helping with this initiative 
they have monthly meetings and are always looking for more volunteers. 


Remember that the Transfer Station / Recycling Center is open on 
Saturdays — from 8:30 AM to 4:00 PM. The new 2010/11 transfer station 
permit stickers are now available at the Transfer Station or Town Office. 
We will also be implementing a check only policy when paying any 
transfer station fees beginning July 1, 2010. 


We would be remiss if we did not take time to thank our town 
employees - who serve our town all year long and the Selectmen and town 
citizens are indeed fortunate to have them. Ours thanks to Administrative 
Assistant Margaret Warren, Kathie Downes our Municipal Office 
Assistant (Secretary) and John Herbert our bookkeeper. April Rollins is 
the Planning/Zoning Office Assistant as well as helping in the office of 
Selectmen with clerical functions. Chuck Bodien our building inspector 
and health officer. Ed Sawyer and Steve Wheeler keep the Transfer 
Station running smoothly. Anda special thank you to Jean Bousquet our 
custodian. Jean was hired early in 2009 and has done a great job keeping 
all town buildings clean and clear of snow. 


We have a special thank you to Ken Mailloux, who has served as our 
Treasurer for the last ten years and leaves this position as he has moved to 
another town. To Bev Bowne who served as his deputy and has resigned 
as well. Thank you to Gayle Landry, our Tax Collector; Lisa Campbell 
the Town Clerk; and Bill MacDufhe, Sr. and his road crew for keeping our 
town roads in shape. And a big thank you to all who so willingly serve 
on our Boards and Commissions.

Town of Salisbury — Independent Accountant’s Report on the Tax Collector Report 


We have examined the accompanying Tax Collector’s report (MS-61 prepared in accordance with RSA 
41:35) of the Town of Salisbury, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 2008. This Report is 
the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this Report 
based on our examination. 


Our examination was conducted in accordance with attestation standards established by the American 
Institute of Certified Public Accountants and, accordingly, included examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the Tax Collector’s Report as listed in the first paragraph and performing such othe 
procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. The sufficiency of these procedures is the 
responsibility of the Town of Salisbury. Consequently, we make no representation regarding the 
sufficiency of the procedures described below either for the purpose for which this report has been 
requested or for any other purposes. 


Our procedures and findings are as follows: 
i We obtained a copy of the Tax Collector’s software generated MS-61 Report. We math 
checked the report and traced the beginning balances to the 2007 report’s ending balances 
— no exceptions were noted. 
sap We summarized the warrants for the year and checked that all tax warrants were 
approved by at least two of the three Selectmen and then reconciled the total warrants 
summarized to the amounts reported as Taxes Committed by the Tax Collector on the 
MS-61. We reconciled the total reported as remitted to Treasurer to the amounts as 
reported on the Town’s accounting software. We traced amounts reported on an 
abatements report to approved abatement forms and also to the amounts reported as 
Abatements on the MS-61.

In the summer of 2009 gravel was added to areas of most roads, ditches 
were cleaned on parts of Oak Hill Road, Raccoon Hill Road, and North Road.

The town was reimbursed for expenses in the storm timeframe in the 
amount of $29,510 (federal) and $4,711 (state) that went into the town’s general 
fund.

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SALISBURY FREE LIBRARY 


The Salisbury Free Library continues to be a busy place in 2009. The economic 
downturn created a greater need for the services of libraries across the country and 
Salisbury is no exception. This year we saw a greater than ever number of patrons using 
our public access computers to job search, network and just for leisure, as some were 
forced to eliminate their internet access at home due to a restricted budget. Patrons 
realized that is makes more sense to borrow a book from the library than to spend $30 on 
a “once read” title and circulation statistics verify that. More importantly, the latest best 
sellers are available here and the ease of interlibrary loan puts all the libraries of New 
Hampshire at our fingertips. 


This year our staff expanded to include Melinda Flater, hired as a part time 
children’s assistant. Mindy’s addition to the library allows for a greater concentration in 
the children’s area, including the weekly story time program, the summer reading 
program and a deeper exploration of children’s literature. Our story time program 
continues to be popular with moms and preschoolers on Thursday mornings. This year’s 
summer reading program, “Summer time and the Reading is Easy” was a great success. 
17 children participated in the weekly program reading a total of 206 books. Our summer 
entertainment programs broke records as we had an attendance of over 100 at the 
Norman Magic show and 45 at the Wildlife Encounters program. Thanks to the Kids, 
Books and Arts grant from the state library and an anonymous donation, Salisbury 
children were amazingly entertained for free right here in town. 


In October, we said goodbye to Ken Mailloux after 15 years of employment at the 
library. Ken can certainly attest to much growth in space and patrons at Salisbury Free 
Library over the years. Ken and his wife Nancy are leaving Salisbury for Dover and we 
wish them well. 


This year 3,203 patrons visited the library checking out 5,980 materials. The NH 
state interlibrary loan service allowed us to borrow 559 books for Salisbury patrons. 
Salisbury Library is the place to find a new book, research a project, use our public 
computers, hookup to our wireless with your laptop, send a fax or make a copy.

Annual Report Submitted For 2009 


I begin my annual report to the Town of Salisbury by expressing my appreciation to 
the Board of Selectmen, the staff of the Town Offices and most importantly to the residents 
of this fine community for their support and confidence in me during the last year. I also 
wish to express my gratitude to Troop “D” of the N.H. State Police, N.H. Fish and Game 
and the Office of the Merrimack County Sheriff for their on-going professional assistance 
provided to this department and the Town of Salisbury. This collaborative effort helps to 
provide a continuum of safety for all residents. I would be remiss if I failed to acknowledge 
my appreciation to area businesses, especially Elektrisola, Inc, in Boscawen for their 
support of this department as well. 


The call for service statistical data provided in this report reflects the activity of the 
Salisbury Police Department for the entire 2009 calendar year. However, it does not 
contain the activities by other law enforcement organizations that provide services to the 
Town of Salisbury. Should a resident of the Town choose to do so, that data may be 
obtained by contacting the respective law enforcement agency. 


2009 was a rewarding and busy time for the Salisbury Police Department. , 
Accomplishments include, but are not limited to, the provision of more frequent law 
enforcement patrols in the Town, on-going community policing initiatives that are focused 
upon Salisbury youth, the reinstatement of the D.A.R.E. program into the Salisbury 
Elementary School, an on-going Senior Citizen Crime Prevention strategy, and for the first 
time, a program designed to provide crime prevention and anti-robbery training to the 
businesses that call Salisbury their home. With the assistance of Sheriff Scott E. Hilliard 
and his office, the free 9-1-1 cellular telephone program to needy residents was initiated in 
2009 and has been a wonderful success. It is my intent as the Chief of Police to continue to 
access products, programs and services through grants and corporate partnership programs 
that will continue to provide better law enforcement services with minimal costs to the 
taxpayers. 


I am pleased to report to the taxpayers that all of our department activities could be 
accomplished with the 2009 budget that was approved, with a small residual being returned. 
I am equally pleased to report that the budget I have submitted for 2010 is considerably 
reduced in light of the national and local economy. A decent amount of revenue was 
brought into the General Budget of the Town by the police department via extra details, 
OHRV enforcement fines, and permit fees. Through careful and closely monitored fiscal 
management, our law enforcement services will still be provided to the same degree of 
professionalism that has been performed since my appointment as Chief of Police in 
September of 2008. 
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Additionally, | am pleased to announce to the residents of the Town of Salisbury that 
for the first time in the history of this organization, the N.H. Police Standards & Training 
Council named a Salisbury police officer the recipient of the prestigious Director’s Award 
Sergeant Daniel B. Shapiro, recently promoted to his current 
rank, was honored with this distinction in the fall of 2009.

SALISBURY VOLUNTEER FIRE & RESCUE 


2009 was a busy year for the Salisbury Volunteer Fire and Rescue. There were 
numerous calls including OHRV accidents in the flood plains, automotive accidents, 
brush fires, and building fires. Please be sure to check your smoke detectors on a regular 
basis and have an emergency fire escape plan from your residence. 


Our biggest challenge continues to be EMS calls. In hopes to reduce the reliance 
on outside agencies our EMS Captain, Eric Perry EMT-P, will be the lead instructor for 
an upcoming EMT-B class starting on February 11th. The class is being held in 
Salisbury on Tuesday and Thursday nights with some Saturday’s. 


The EMT-B course is approximately three month’s long. Money 1s allocated in 
our training budget for these courses providing you have a passing grade and are a 
member in good standing with the Salisbury Volunteer Fire & Rescue Department. Last 
year’s total number of transports via ambulance was under fifty for our town, that equals 
one transport a week. Questions? Please call me at 648-6640. If I do not answer leave a 
message and I will call you back. 


We train on the 1‘ and 2"* Monday’s of the month for Fire & Rescue and the 3™ 
Wednesday of the month for EMS. We start at 7:00 PM and trainings last approximately 
two hours. A business meeting is held on the 3™ Monday of every month. We hope to 
see new people joining the department in 2010. 


In closing I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, Police Chief Frank Jones, 
N.H_ State Police, Area Fire & Ambulance services, Budget Committee, Margaret

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire, To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to 
determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227- 
L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with 
snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of 
household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1-800-498- 
6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and 
responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please 
contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdflorg. 


Spring fire season was unusually short this past year, with wet weather beginning the third 
week in April and lasting virtually all summer long. Consequently both the number of fires and the 
number of acres burned were below the last five year average. Due to state budget constraints, the 
staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers was limited to class HI or higher fire danger 
days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookout towers are credited with 
keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their quick and accurate 
spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented this year by contracted 
aircraft and the Civil Air Patrol when fire danger was especially high. Surprisingly the largest single 
fire this year occurred in late November during an unusual dry spell, in the northern Coos County 
town of Clarksville. This fire burned 17.1 acres and is presumed to have been caused by a careless 
hunter. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2009 season 
threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners 
should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include 
keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space 
around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe!

2008 ANNUAL REPORT TO BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


This report is presented to the Board of Directors of the Capital Area Fire Compact as a 
summary of general activities for the 2009 calendar year. It is also forwarded to the 
Town offices of the Compact’s member communities for information and distribution as 
desired. 


The Compact’s operational area is 711 square miles with a resident population of 
122250 Lhe 

Equalized Property Valuation is currently listed as over thirteen billion dollars. We also 
provide and receive mutual aid responses with communities beyond our member area. 


The Compact provides 24/7 emergency dispatching service to its twenty member 
communities. 

This service is delivered by the City of Concord Fire Department’s Communications 
Center utilizing eight shift dispatchers and the Dispatch Supervisor. Fire and Emergency 
Medical dispatched calls totaled 20,624 in 2009, down slightly from the previous year. 
We continue to be one of the busiest regional dispatch centers in New Hampshire. The 
detailed activity report by community is attached. 


Mutual aid automatic responses are provided from neighboring departments based on 
type of call, geographic proximity, type of hazard, and time of day. 


The Chief Coordinator responded to 161 incidents in 2009, assisted departments with 
management functions on major incidents, and participated with Chief Officers in mutual 
aid response planning. He also participates on several state and regional committees that 
affect mutual aid operations. The 2007 Command Vehicle functions as a Command Post 
on mutual aid incidents. 


Firefighter John R. Burton II of Bow resigned as Treasurer of the Compact early in 
2009. John had served as Treasurer for 25 years. Unfortunately, John passed away in 
July. He will be missed by all. 


The current officers of the Compact, elected in January 2009 are: 
President, Chief Ray Fisher, Boscawen 
Vice President, Chief George Ashford, Northwood 
Secretary, Deputy Chief Matthew Hotchkiss, Northwood 
Treasurer, Chief Daniel Andrus, Concord 
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We continue to perform an active role in the implementation of the New Hampshire Fire 
Mobilization Plan. This response plan is available to all communities and mutual aid 
systems statewide, or beyond, whenever their local resources have been exhausted. 
Homeland Security has provided major funding in support of our communications 
systems upgrades. All departments received digital portable and mobile radios in recent 
years. The conversion of our dispatch center console to digital capability was completed 
in June 2009, 

and digital base stations were previously supplied. We have received recent grant 
approvals to provide microwave control of remote radio sites. 


The 2009 Compact operating budget was $ 932,187. All Compact operations, including 
the Chief Coordinator’s position, office, command vehicle, and dispatch services are 
provided through this budget. Funding is by the member communities and based on a 
combination of property valuations and population. 


The Compact Training Committee chaired by Assistant Chief Dick Pistey, with members 
Chief Keith Gilbert, Chief Gary Johnson, and Chief Peter Angwin assisted all 
departments in hosting mutual aid training exercises during the year. Mutual aid drills 
involve several departments and test the system capabilities in fire suppression, 
emergency medical, mass casualty, rescue, hazardous materials, incident management, 
and personnel safety. We thank the Training Committee for their continuing support to 
the Compact. 


The Central New Hampshire HazMat Team, represents 55 communities in Capital Area 
and Lakes Region mutual aid systems and is ready to assist or respond to hazardous 
materials incidents in our combined coverage area. The team is directed by Chief Bill 
Weinhold with three mobile response units and welcomes personnel interested in 
becoming members. Thanks to the team members for their dedication in providing this 
important emergency service. 


We urge all departments to send representatives to all Compact meetings. Your input is 
needed and your members need to be informed of all Compact activities and planning. 


Thanks to all departments for your great cooperation.

Salisbury Zoning Board of Adjustment 
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SALISBURY PLANNING BOARD 


Despite the slow economy and reduced development pressure, Salisbury 
Planning Board (SPB) had a busy and productive year nonetheless. Our main effort 
was to continue the work begun in 2008 on a draft open space subdivision zoning 
ordinance, which was funded entirely by the New Hampshire Office of Energy and 
Planning, Housing and Conservation Planning Program grant, and supported by 
dozens of hours of volunteer labor on the part of the SPB members. 


Working with Jack Mettee of Mettee Planning Consultants, the SPB held a 
series of meetings which led to the development and promotion of an open space 
development zoning regulation, consistent with RSA 676. Presented to the public in a 
public meeting held in November, the SPB will complete the proposal process during 
early 2010, and submit the proposed zoning regulation for approval at the town 
meeting. 


In response to discovery of a number of inconsistencies in the existing SPB 
regulations, in November, the SPB held a public hearing during which a number of 
minor changes to the regulations were made. While not changing the regulations 
substantially, the SPB regulations are now both internally consistent and consistent 
with the state laws under which they have been promulgated. 


In addition to the above numbers, the applications approved this year 
comprised one lot line adjustments and one subdivision, creating a total of two new 
lots. 


The Salisbury Planning Board owes much of its success to the outstanding 
efforts of April Rollins in her role as Planning Board Assistant. The SPB will 
continue to hold its meetings on the first Monday of each month, and the public is 
encouraged to attend these meetings. For the convenience of the public, April is 
available every Tuesday evening at the town offices from 630 to 8:30 PM. 


Current members of the SPB include Joseph Schmid! , Chair; Doug Greiner, 
Vice Chair; Anne Ross-Raymond, Member; Al Romano, Member; Joe Laycox, 
Member Ex Officio; and Ray Deary, Ella Thomas, and Stacia Eastman are the 
Alternate Members.

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SALISBURY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


First, and foremost, | would like to thank all the members of the Conservation 
Commission for their continued support and enthusiasm over the past year. Volunteering 
of personal time shows your interest and commitment to our town. 


New for 2009 was the wildlife incentive program for students grades 3 through 5 
at the Salisbury Elementary School. Cheryl Bentley teamed up with Nancy Webster, the 
fifth grade teacher at the Salisbury Elementary School, and also the advisor of the newly 
formed Ecology Club. Cheryl and Gail Henry, former recycling chairman, gave a 
recycling and landfill talk at the February meeting. The Conservation Commission then 
donated 33 Painted Lady butterfly larvae, along with food and a rearing cage, so the 5" 
grade class and Ecology Club could raise these into adult butterflies and release them. 
Cheryl Bentley then returned in the spring to the Ecology Club to give a talk about 
butterfly gardening and help them plant a small flower garden, again with donated plants 
and materials. This was an educational project encouraging children and their parents to 
create species specific wildlife habitat on their properties at home. 


Our main goal for 2009 was the continued work on our Natural Resource 
Inventory. Gathering the data, producing the maps, and creating the text are time- 
consuming, but we hope to finish the publication for the town in 2010. It should prove to 
be a useful tool in making land-use decisions, and we look forward to working with the 
Planning Board in the future. 


Commission members, along with trained volunteers from the town, continue to 
monitor the water quality of the Blackwater River under the guidance of the state’s 
Volunteer River Assessment Program, (VRAP). Under this program, data is recorded 
and compared with previous year’s data, in order to alert us of any changes in the water 
quality. Results from the = monitoring may be found at 
http://des.nh.gov/organization/divisions/water/wmb/vrap/blackwater/index.htm.

privileged to have such a beautiful river running through our town, providing a valuable 
resource for wildlife and a source of recreation for all of us to enjoy.

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SOLID WASTE/RECYCLING COMMITTEE REPORT 


Our E-Waste program has taken items such as TV’s, Computer Monitors and 
other Electronics out of the regular waste stream. These items are collected in a trailer 
and then hauled to Londonderry. There is a fee to dispose of any E-Waste items. 
Salisbury’s cost for E-Waste disposal was $1,170. @ 15 cents per pound. We also charge 
disposal fees for large furniture as weil as items such as refrigerators, freezers and air 
conditioners that contain CFC’s. Steve Wheeler collects fees for these items as well as 
construction debris. Beginning April 1, 2010 we will only accept checks, no cash will be 
accepted. 


Fluorescent bulbs, NiCd batteries and Styrofoam peanuts are also recycled. Two 
PlanetAid boxes are available (next to the “Mall’) for clothing. Many items in good 
condition can be placed in the “Salisbury Free Mall”. Books seem to be a popular item 
both coming and going. Keep in mind, we have a good return policy. 


This year we recycled 47.36 tons of paper which saved $2344. in tipping fees. 
We had 3,160 pounds of aluminum earning the town approximately $1,286. We still 
accept #1 & #2 plastics and recycled approximately 8,400 pounds and recycled 
approximately 20 tons of glass in 2009. We recycled approximately 43 4 tons of scrap 
metal which earned the town approximately $4,000. Tipping fees for 2009 were $49.50 
per ton and current tipping fees are $62.10 per ton. 


We are still headed toward Single Stream Recycling. Residents will still be 
recycling but it should be much easier. You will not have to separate items. Everything 
that can be recycled will go into one location.

We are happy to report to all member communities that 2009 marked our twentieth 
complete year of successful operations. Some items of interest follow: 


The 2010 budget reflects a tipping fee of $62.10 per ton. This represents an increase 
of $12.60/ton. This substantial increase is due to the new contract with Wheelabrator which 
went into effect for 2010. The Co-op has enjoyed 20 years of below market rate. That 
ended in 2010. 


A total of 114,408 tons of Co-op waste was delivered to the Wheelabrator facility 
this year. This represents a decrease of 12,652 tons from 2008. 


A total of 65,931 tons of ash were delivered to the Franklin ash monofill for 
disposal. The ash landfill continues to operate very well. Phase V Stage I is being filled at 
this time. Phase V will provide ash disposal capacity through 2014. 


The Joint Board continues exploration of the idea of building a single stream 
recycling facility to improve recycling rates and offset the increased tipping fees. The Co- 
op has contacted many communities in an effort to determine interest in joining with the 
Co-op in this effort. To date over twenty five NH communities have shown interest in 
joining with the Co-op.

Planning Commission (CNHRPC) is a voluntary association of 20 communities in 
Merrimack and Hillsborough Counties. The Town of Salisbury is a member in good 
standing of the Commission. Salisbury’s representatives on the Commission are Douglas 
Grenier and Joseph Schmid. 


The Commission's mission is to comply with State statute by preparing and 
adopting regional plans and a regional housing needs assessment and by evaluating 
developments of regional impact, to provide data, information, training, and high-quality, 
cost-effective services to our member communities, to advocate for our member 
communities and assist and encourage them in intermunicipal endeavors, and to 
coordinate our efforts with the other regional planning commissions in New Hampshire. 


In 2009 the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission undertook 
the following region-wide activities: 


¢ Provided technical assistance services for member communities, including 
workforce housing ordinance creation, grant writing assistance, variance criteria 
education, reviewing the process to adopt new flood maps, and planning board 
process training. 


¢ Completed the draft Central New Hampshire 2009 Housing Needs Assessment. 


¢ Conducted over 200 traffic counts throughout the region and analyzed accident 
and other NHDOT data. 


* Completed the update of the 2011-2020 Regional Transportation Improvement 
Program (TIP) and initiated the update of the Regional Coordinated 
Transportation Plan. AePcopy cl (Cae pil cal = be Tround aL 
www.cnhrpc.org/transportation/documents.html. 


¢ Coordinated the activities of the CNHRPC Transportation Advisory Committee 
(TAC). In 2009, key activities of the TAC included providing technical advice to 
the CNHRPC regarding transportation plans, programs, and projects; evaluating 
and ranking applications for the Transportation Enhancement (TE) and 
Congestion Mitigation and Air Quality (CMAQ) programs; and evaluating and 
ranking projects within the Regional Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). 
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Provided assistance to thirteen communities with Safe Routes to School (SRTS) 
projects including grant writing, comprehensive travel plan preparation, and 
technical assistance for infrastructure projects. In 2010, the CNHRPC will 
continue to assist communities that have received SRTS grants and communities 
interested in developing new programs. 


Convened a Currier and Ives Scenic Byway Committee with representatives from 
Salisbury, Webster, Hopkinton, and Henniker to create a Scenic Byway Corridor 
Management Plan. 


Continued to acquire, update, and utilize Geographic Information Systems (GIS) 
data for planning, cartography, and analysis across all projects. 


Worked closely with the Contoocook and North Branch Rivers Local Advisory 
Committee (CNBRLAC), and the Southwest Regional Planning Commission to 
begin an update to the 1994 Contoocook and North Branch Rivers Management 
Plan. 


Provided continuing technical assistance to the Upper Merrimack River Local 
Advisory Committee (UMRLAC), specifically working to undertake the Upper 
Merrimack Buffer Protection Study. 


Continued to host and provide staff support to the alternative transportation 
service “PATH” - Program for Alternative Transportation and Health - which 
encourages and provides incentives for people to rideshare, bicycle, walk, or take 
transit to work. More information on PATH can be found at www.path-nh.org.

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UNH COOPERATIVE EXTENSION MERRIMACK COUNTY 


UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm of the University of New 
Hampshire, has engaged New Hampshire residents for 95 years with a broad variety of non- 
formal educational offerings. One in four Merrimack County residents took advantage of at 
least one Extension program last year. 


We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home gardening, 4-H 
(including clubs, camps, special interest programs and after school programs for children and 
teens), nutrition education for low-income families, and acculturation for refugee families. 
We respond to the needs of forest landowners, commercial farmers, niche growers, farmers’ 
markets, and many other groups. 


Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with towns and school 
districts, organizing and advising after-school programs, helping school and town 
groundskeepers maintain athletic fields, landscaped areas, and town forests. We provide 
guidance to community boards on current use, timber tax law, and other land-use issues. We 
also help social service agencies plan programs and stay current with the latest research and 
best practices. 


Our county staff participate—and sometimes take leadership roles—in many state and 
local coalitions, among them the Franklin and Concord Asset Building Coalitions, the 
Concord Substance Abuse Coalition, the Timberland Owners Association, N.H. Farm and: 
Forest Exposition board, Ausbon Sargent Land Trust outreach committee, N.H. Association 
for Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage and Family Advisory Board, the N.H. Volunteer 
Administrators Association, and Pittsfield Youth Workshop. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all town libraries and 
our educators often appear on WPTL Radio (107.7 FM), which offers information to 
residents throughout the station’s listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line (1-877-398- 
4769) at our Family, Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through Friday, 
9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 5:00 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday evenings. Last year, the Info 
Line handled nearly 600 requests from Merrimack County residents. 


Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports more 5,000 volunteers statewide: 4-H 
leaders, master gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality monitors, 
marine docents, and others, who extend the reach of Extension programs into many domains 
of New Hampshire life. If volunteer opportunities interest you, please call Merrimack County 
Extension Office at 796-2151, or stop by the office at 315 Daniel Webster Highway in 
Boscawen next to the County Nursing Home on Route 3.

Salisbury Town Report 2009 


The Franklin VNA and Hospice celebrates its 64" year of providing homecare services to our 
neighbors in Franklin, Tilton, Northfield, Hill, Salisbury, Webster and surrounding communities. 
For the past 5 years we have also provided Hospice care for those needing support at the end of 
life. It has been a privilege to grow along with our communities facing new health care 
challenges, albeit with increasing fiscal constraints. 


The past year has been one of fine tuning our adaptation to the Allscripts software for our 
documentation and billing systems. Several process changes were made to improve the ease of 
use for the clinicians and to ensure that our cash flow is even and steady. 


The Hospice Team has strengthened its impact within the community. In 2008 we served 36 
hospice patients and their families. In 2009 we have cared for 38 Hospice patients, including 2 
patients in Salisbury. 


During the past year we have added Hospice contract agreements with the 

Veteran’s Administration for Home Hospice, with the Newfound Area Nursing Agency and with 
the Peabody Home for the Aged in Franklin. Each of these agreements gives the citizens of our 
communities a choice in who provides Hospice care to them when they are most in need. 


As we anticipate 2010, we know that we will also be required to contract with an outside vendor 
to implement a Home Health Patient Satisfaction Survey designed by the Centers for Medicaid 
and Medicare Services. The survey tool is a lengthy, detailed questionnaire which will be sent to 
the vendor for tabulation. The results will be posted on the Home Care Compare website. This 
will be an additional cost to the agency. 


The impact of proposed changes within the health care delivery system will certainly be felt in 
home care. Several of the cuts to the Medicare budget are directly related to home care and to 
the Hospice benefit. These will compound the already reduced reimbursement we are receiving 
as a result of cuts made annually since 2006 which have reduced Medicare revenue overall by 
11%. Some of the changes under discussion in Washington may result in further cuts for 2010. 
We have had to examine every opportunity to conserve our resources as well as to increase our 
services to offset the already drastic ramifications of these cuts. Our staff has worked very hard 
and creatively to respond to the need for caring for more patients ensuring that we can maintain a 
viable and healthy home care agency. We are very grateful to each of them for their caring 
hearts and for the quality of care they provide for our patients every day.

2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seventy Four 
Hundred Dollars ($7,400) to be added to the Reassessment of the Town Capital 
Reserve Fund established in 1986. (The Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. ) 

Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 

read. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000) to be added to the Buildings and Grounds Capital Reserve Fund 
established in 1972 and renamed in 1992. (The Selectmen and Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. ) 

Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 

read. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-Five 
Hundred Dollars ($2,500) to be added to the Land Acquisition Capital Reserve Fund 
established in 1996. (The Selectmen and Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation.) 

Motion made by Walter Scott and seconded by Ken Mailloux to accept the article as 

read. 


Discussion: Sandy Miller asked if any specific land in mind — doesn’t the town already 
have $35,000 in the CRF - is it really necessary to add money to CRF this year — can it 
wait until next year. She recommends it wait. Selectman Dipre reported that there is no 
intention of purchasing any land at this time. Originally the request was to add $10,000 
to the CRF and Both Budget Committee and Board of Selectmen felt it was more 
appropriate to reduce that amount to $2,500 this year. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Four 
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($10,450) to build the new ring road at the Transfer 
Station/Recycling Center. 

Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 

read. 


Discussion: Roy Downes ask for explanation of what this is all about. Selectman Laycox 
noted that it is to create a better flow through the landfill area and to be ready to start 
Single Stream Recycling should the town decide to go that route. 
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Bill MacDuffie, Sr. asked if we are voting to spend this or save until next year. It would 
seem we would want to be better organized at the transfer station as to where things go 
before we build this road. 

Ed Sawyer noted that he did not feel it was intended to be built this year but that the 
money needs to be set aside so we have it when it is needed. It has been talked about and 
a formal plan was designed in 2006. 


Gail Henry noted that it is part of the Master Plan for the transfer station as our 
population is growing and also talked about putting burn pile in another location by the 
ring road and a compose pile. 


Several people voiced their concern that if it is not necessary or premature that perhaps 
we should wait until next year to raise and appropriate the money. Several individuals 
also noted that we should be looking ahead and plan for the Single Stream Recycling and 
vote this in this year. 


Stacia Eastman noted that she would like to see the Single Stream Recycling and Transfer 
Station have a container at the Safety Building Complex area to make it easier and more 
accessible for people to dispose of their rubbish without having to travel out to the 
transfer station. 


Selectman Dipre noted that it is necessary to put this in place in order to do the Single 
Stream Recycling, which will be decided by May of this year. The Town has already sent 
a letter of interest in going with this process. Ed Sawyer reported that the cost per 
tonnage is going to be going higher and Single Stream Recycling will save money. Mary 
Heath noted that since the paper container only is hauled once a month — we could 
perhaps use this container for the Single Stream Recycling container. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Dollars ($1,000) to place the Town property cards online through the Avitar assessing 
system. 

Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 

read. 


Discussion: Selectman Dipre reported that this would put all property cards on the 
Internet so property owners have access from home. Several people voiced concern over 
confidentiality and level of security. Dipre noted that this information is available to 
anyone under the right to know law. Presently it must be accessed from the town office 


staff. 


Motion defeated. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $26,800 for the Mill 
Brook and Little Hill projects (within the flood plain area) and to fund this 
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appropriation by authorizing the withdrawal of this sum from the Road Maintenance 
Capital Reserve Fund. 


Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 
read. 


Discussion: Road Agent MacDuffie explained that this is for washouts and to put gravel 
in the road at Little Hill Road, which is the first road to the left after the transfer station. 
Mill Brook is first right road after transfer station and the project is to put an additional 
culvert to stabilize stream bank. Rick Gilman , Fire Chief reported that they have 
standpipe at Mill Brook and use Little Hill Road to get to Webster so these are safety 
issues. Jeff McCandless noted that the funds are coming from Flood Control Road 
Maintenance CRF and would not add to the tax rate. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand Fifty 
Dollars ($1,050) to be deposited into the Cemetery Maintenance and Operation Trust 
Fund. Said funds to come from the 12/31/08 unreserved fund balance. Funds are the 
proceeds of the sale of four rights of interment in 2008. 


Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 
read. 


Discussion: Question was raised if funds are in the unreserved fund balance why are we 
voting to raise and appropriate it. Moderator explained that the wording vote to raise 
and appropriate is the legal wording required by Department of Revenue. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


9. Are you in favor of modifying the amounts for the Elderly Exemption from property 
tax in the Town of Salisbury, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers, as 
follows: for a person 65 years of age up to 74 years, $40,000 (instead of $20,000); 
for a person 75 years of age up to 79 years, $60,000 (instead of $30,000); for a person 
80 years of age or older, $80,000 (instead of $40,000). To qualify, the person must 
have been a NH resident for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer, if single, must 
have a net income of not more than $35,000; or, if married, a combined net income of 
less than $40,000; and own net assets not in excess of $ 75,000 excluding the value of 
the person’s residence. Upon adoption, this elderly exemption modification shall be 
effective April 1, 2009. 


Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 
read. 
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Discussion: Sandy Miller asked who makes up the difference. Moderator replied the rest 
of the taxpayers. Rick Chandler noted that he knows of an elderly person whose 
appraisal went up more than the exemption. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


10. Are you in favor of modifying the amount for the Disabled Exemption from property 
tax in the Town of Salisbury, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers as 
follows: exemption of $40,000 (instead of $20,000) to a person who has been a NH 
resident for at least 5 years and must own and occupy the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by a spouse, they must have been married for at 
least 5 years; and the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $40,000 
(instead of $20,000) or, if married, a combined net income of not more than $60,000; 
and own net assets not in excess of $75,000 excluding the value of the person’s 
residence. This modification, 1f adopted, shall take effect April 1, 2009. 

Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 

read. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to rename the 
Historic District Commission (which was established by Warrant Article 18 of the 
1970 Town Meeting) to the Heritage Commission. 

Motion made by Walter Scott and seconded by Ken Mailloux to accept the article as 

read. 


Discussion: Selectman Dipre explained that this was enacted last year based on town 
vote in 1970 and it was discovered that the RSA specifically requires it be called 
Heritage Commission to allow the group to oversee the historic preservation of the town. 
This is to just legally change the Commission name. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


12. To hear the reports of the Officers of the town, agents, auditors and committees 
appointed and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 

read. 


Vote was in the affirmative. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,035,086 which 
represents the operating budget recommended by the budget committee. This sum 
does not include the amounts appropriated in special or individual warrant articles in 
this warrant. 
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Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 
read. 


Discussion: Sandy Miller asked if the revenue increased from last year since the budget 
includes a 3% raise for most of the town employees and elected officials. In these times 
of economics it would seem like we should hold the line on spending and not give raises 
this year. Budget Chair Jeff McCandless explained that at the time it was discussed 
inflation was over 5% and 3% cost of living increase seemed reasonable. Revenue 
estimates are down from last year. 


Ralph Downes noted that he agrees with Sandy that in these hard times — he too is 
struggling to make ends meet and would think it would be a good faith effort not to give 
increases this year. Stacia Eastman agreed that where she has worked for fourteen years 
at the same place and this year they decided to cut back for the first time and she too 
feels this is not the year to give increases. 


James Dennehey voiced that this small amount of 3% is not a lot to give to our public 
servants. 


Selectwoman Doyle noted that it was decided in the start of the process it was decided to 
not allow any more than a 3% increase and the issue will be addressed and reviewed 
closely when preparing 2010 budget. 


Moderator John Herbert noted that unless someone has a motion regarding changing the 
budget, there can be no vote on this discussion. 


Vote was in the affirmative to accept the article as written 


14. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 
Motion made by Ken Mailloux and seconded by Walter Scott to accept the article as 
read. 


Discussion: 


Moderator John Herbert thanked Kathie Downes for the dinner provided to the election 
officials. 


Selectman Dipre thanked Ruth McCandless who served on the Planning Board, Zendelle 
Bouchard who served on the Cemetery Trustees, David Hodges and Shirley Johnson who 
have served as Trustees of the Trust Fund. None of these individuals are seeking 
additional terms to these positions. Also thanked all who served on our boards, all the 
volunteers and the town employees. 


Selectman Laycox took a moment to thank Selectman Dipre for his three years of service 
to the town as Selectman noting that he has brought knowledge, dedication and hard 
work to the position. 
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Selectwoman Doyle welcomed the new Police Chief, Frank Jones. Stacia Eastman noted 
that she sees Chief Jones as an asset to the town and noted that he has shown he wants to 
be a part of the town which shows by his involvement with the PTG to help sponsor an 
Easter egg hunt for the town children on April 4". 


Gail Henry reminded everyone that Old Home Day will be upon us before we know it 
and it can only be a success if people in Town step up and get involved. First meeting of 
the OHD Committee is April 16th and all are welcome. Theme this year is “Get Fit — 
Healthy Living in Salisbury”. 


Moderator Herbert thanked Reverend Rush of the Salisbury Congregational Church for 
giving the invocation at the start of the Town Meeting.
